Louisville’s Attempt to Chastise the Service 


EVERAL times this year we have been called 

upon to debate the question of legalizing and 
licensing handbooks. Our resourceful opponent, 
Mr. Henry Hornsby, acting city editor of the Lex- 
ington Leader, has made a strong case in favor of 
such legalization. His most effective arguments 
are (1) that present laws allowing commercialized 
gambling at the race track and forbidding it else- 
where are discriminatory, and (2) that, since the 
law prohibiting handbooks is unenforceable, the 
handbooks may be as well be taxed and brought 
under control. 


With regard to the first of these, it is of course 
obvious that in most states where pari-mutuel bet- 
ting is permitted a special privilege has been ac- 
corded racing. This is partly because, in the main, 
it has a fairly long history of respectability and 
earnest self-policing, and partly because it is capa- 
ble of producing a sizeable revenue at very little 
expense to the state. Now, the only way it can hold 
its more or less exclusive privilege in this regard 
is to refrain from too much exploitation of it. 
‘Two of the imminent dangers are too much racing 
and night racing. Either of these may be enough 
to persuade people to take away the privilege en- 
tirely, or worse still, to extend it to numerous other 
enterprises. 


Any such extension of commercialized gam- 
bling would have a depressing effect on the econ- 
omy of a community and therefore would be such 
an evil that the whole institution, including rac- 
ing, might be swept away. In the meantime racing, 
which already operates at a net loss when its whole 
personnel is considered, would be at a competitive 
disadvantage with other forms of betting whose 
maintenance is relatively inexpensive. 


Because of these dangers it is important that 
racing, and the governors of the sport, should rec- 
ognize that, when revenue begins to decline because 
ot a change in the financial situation they are ill- 
advised to resort to more racing or other expedients 
in order to maintain revenue at a pre-established 
mark. In its relationship to the whole community, 
racing certainly has no obligation to take all it can 
from people who have insufhicient money. It would 
be better, still considering the good of the whole 
community, to have less racing, rather than more, 
whenever the aggregate of wealth is contracting. 


Mr. Hornsby’s second point is based on the 
premise that the law forbidding the operation of 
handbooks is unenforceable, because, he says, “the 
people do not want it enforced.” Our contention 
would be rather that the people have not learned 
how to enforce it. Certainly the occasional, or even 
frequent, raiding of poolrooms, with resultant 
small fines, is not effective. We have contended 
that a much more effective means of control would 


be through the elimination of the wire service 
which supplies handbooks with up-to-the-second 
information. Such a move, if it is possible, would 
not necessarily eliminate handbooks, but it would 
certainly reduce their operations to a smaller scale 
and consequently reduce their damage to the com- 
munity. 


Throughout the country there has been in re- 
cent years a steady drift of opinion in the direction 
taken by Mr, Hornsby. The race tracks have rec- 
ognized it, and, through the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations, have declared their opposition. 
Hence they should take more than a passing in- 
terest in one of last week’s developments. 

At Louisville, Ky., on September 30 the grand 
jury returned an indictment against Ambrosius 
Industries, Inc., which it named as the owner of 
the Twin Cities News Bureau, the alleged dis- 
tributor of betting information to handbooks in 
the Louisville area. To quote from the Courier- 
Journal of October 1: 


The indictment says the news bureau supplies service 
to 250 bookies at $65 a week. This would make its weekly 
“take” more than $15,000, or ebout $750,000 a year. 

“The names and location of said 250 handbook opera- 
tors are well known to said corporation . . . and said 
corporation knows that such persons are engaged in the sole 
business of accepting bets on horse races in Jefferson 
County ... ” reads part of the indictment. 

“Said handbooks . . . could not operate . . 
were not aided . .. by said corporation .. .” 

“Said racing information is furnished to no one by 
said corporation except to those engaged in the hand- 
book business . .”

In all probability the courts in the city of 
Louisville have convicted and fined more hand- 
book operators than those of any other city in Amer- 
ica in recent years. But the figures in the indict- 
ment suggest that the citizens of the Louisville 
area are still giving up, at the very least, around 
three million dollars a year to this illegal and 
damaging enterprise. 

Now the law enforcement authorities have 
launched an attack on the handbook evil at its 
most vulnerable point. Under existing laws their 
chances of winning are problematical. If they win 
they will have rendered a service to the whole coun- 
try. If they fail they will at least have pointed up 
the need for better laws. 


We suspect that it will take the co-operative 
efforts of many governmental and other organiza- 
tions to outdo the tremendous resources of “the 
service.” As long as its enemies are faced singly 
it holds a powerful advantage. For that reason 
all those who are opposed to its corrupting in- 
fluence should combine against it whenever and in 
whatever way possible.

Business Before Steeplechasing; 
Jumper Owners Do a Slow Burn 


New 
Steeplechasing interest, still burning 
briskly over the policy which eliminated 
jumping races on Saturdays and holidays, 
and not calmed at all by finding that 
Yom Kippur was classified as a holiday, 
are on the point of asking a guarantee of 
a jumping race every day next year, even 
if this necessitates nine races. This on- 
locker doesn’t like nine races—nor eight, 
either. for that matter—but you can see 
the point of the jumping people. If Yom 
Kippur is a holiday, they say with some 
heat, they are also likely to be frozen 
out on the Feast of the Ascension, or the 
anniversary of the day when Martin Luth- 
er posted his 95 theses on the cathedral 
door. If the steeplchases can be cut to 
five days this fall, what assurance is there 
that they won’t be cut to four or three 
next season? 


As you can imagine, the market for 
jumpers has been somewhat damaged by 
the new order, and even more by the un- 
certainty which surrounds the future. 
Trainers point out that surely no new 
owner will go into jumping, because he 
can’t say for sure it will stay at even its 
present level. 

Belmont Park. oddly enough, is catch- 
ing much more hell than Aqueduct. It’s 
as if the owners and trainers didn’t ex- 
pect much more of Aqueduct. but did 
think Belmont would man the breach. The 
new decorative pools—“those damned bird 
baths.” one steeplechase trainer called 
them—are a point at issue. It’s a mighty 
curious thing, they'll tell you, that Bel- 
mont can spend $200.000 on a more at- 
tractive club house entrance, and still be 
so poor that the smaller handle on the 
jumping races is an important matter. 

The guess here is that Belmont is suf- 
fering from the alliances it has contracted. 
The five New York tracks—to include a 
phantom—are united in the New York 
Racing Associations, and there is at least 
tacit agreement that they move together 
in many matters. This has certain obvious 
advantages, of course, but it also means 
that the most progressive is linked to the 
slowest. and the richest to the poorest. 
If Aqueduct needs to cut its steeplechas- 
ing, for example, Belmont has to do the 
same thing, or make Aqueduct look bad. 
The same thing is true of minimum purses 
—if one cuts, all must cut. 


In the matter of stakes endowments, 
which does not seem to be so well agreed 


upon, Belmont considerably outshines its 
contemporaries, and I suspect it would 
in respect to minimum purses and steeple- 
chasing if it were operating as an inde- 
pendent agent. 

At all events, the steeplechasing people 
are trying to arrange a meeting, this 
week, with the New York State Racing 
Commission and the heads of the tracks 
which have steeplechase courses. to get 
some assurances for next year. 


PETE. This department keeps out of the 
stable pet department as a rule, but its 
notice was attracted last week to a Mal- 
lard duck attached to the stable which 
Andy Schuttinger has here. He stays shut 
up during training hours, but otherwise 
goes about as he pleases. “He'll follow 
you down the road just like a dog.” Schut- 
tinger says. His name is Pete, in case you 
find a strange Mallard following you. 

As I got it, he was the only duck to 
hatch from I forget how many eggs, and 
he has a routine companion, a_ rooster 
which was the only egg to hatch from his 
setting. Back of the stable there is a small 
concrete pool, with a sloping approach, 
just for ducks. Pete goes in with pleasure, 
of course. The rooster prowls around the 
edges meanwhile, making noises which 
seem to translate, “Come out of there, 
you silly... , before you get drowned.” 


FAITH. Jules Schwartz. who has been 
mentioned here earlier, bought a yearling 
in 1947 for $6.000 and named him Niktab. 
for reasons I don’t knew. Niktab, in train- 
ing, looked like nothing so little as $6,000, 
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and eventually Schwartz sold him to Tony 
Pascuma for $1. It wasn’t much of a 
price, but it was the best offer in sight. 

Well. Niktab raced at Belmont on Sep. 
tember 30, in a hurdle race, and Schwartz 
het $2 on him. You've heard people say, 
“I bet more on that horse than the so-and- 
so was worth.” haven't you? This is one 
time it can be documented. 

Niktab, as a matter of record. got over 
a few hedges and then hit one, dumping 
his rider, and cutting himself liberally on 
all four legs. It seemed evident that the 
price was right and the bet was wrong. 


LEAD. One of the steeplechase fields 
which went out last week disturbed a 
rabbit—some observers said a jackrabbit 
but I doubt it—which had been minding 
his own business in the infield until the 
horses started across to the post. He ran 
a little piece and then stopped and sat 
up. Unfortunately he went the wrong way, 
and when the field started. he was right 
in front of it. Naturally he lit out hell- 
for-leather, and the early part of the race 
saw the rabbit sparkling along in front, 
with the jumpers strung out behind him. 

“Dear God,” said a steeplechase addict 
in my vicinity, “it’s Rusty!” 


LANGUAGE. On the subject of steeple- 
chases——or hurdles, actually, in this in- 
stance—the race on September 30 pro- 
duced an interesting situation which. un- 
happily. I cannot report fully because I 
don’t speak enough languages. 

Silver Bridge. a flat racer which was 
just being converted to hurdling, ran in 
the race. He is owned by Dimitri Djord- 
jadze and trained by Ramon Bueno. Nor- 
mally he would have been ridden by Al- 
bert Foot. the French jockey who has been 
going good here. But the stable liked the 
rider so well it was judged inadvisable to 
risk him on a horse going over hurdles 
for the first time, and a stable lad. John 
Maletto, was put up instead. Foot, having 
nothing better to do. took the mount on 
Montpelier’s North Branch. a $9,100 vear- 
ling which was the second choice in the 
race. 


Well. as the race went. Silver Bridge 
led most of the way. and approaching the 
last hurdles North Branch went to him. 
passed him, and beat him a length and a 
lialf. Maletto claimed that Foot had shut 
him off on the last turn, and put in a 
claim of foul. He could not convince the 
stewards, and the result stood, but ap- 
parently he convinced Djordjadze and 
Bueno. When this observer came on the 
scene, the two were working over Foot 
in what I judged to be two or three lan- 
guages, but since none of them was Eng- 
lish. I can’t report the content. Some of 
the paint on the stand behind Foot was 
blistered slightly, but that may have been 
coincidence. Ennp 
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BIMELECH, syndicate-owned 
stallion, scored a triple Oc- 
tober 1 when Guillotine won 
the Belmont Futurity and AI- 
foxie and Betier Self won 
stakes in Maryland and New 
sersey. The winner of the 
1939 Futurity has four stakes 
winners in 1949. The other is 
Blue Border, full brother to 
Guillotine. Bimelech, best of 
his year at two and three, is 
a bay horse by Black Toney— 
*La Troienne, by *Teddy, He 
stands at Greentree Farm.

The Whitneys have been 
winning Futurities — for 
many years, but Guillo- 
tine was the first for the 
Greentree Stable, which 
is now owned by John 
Hay Whitney and his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Charles S. Pay- 
son. W. C. Whitney. 
grandfather of the owners 
of Greentree, won it in 
1900 with Ballyhoo Bey: 
their uncle, Harry Payne 
Whitney, won it four 
times; C. V. Whitney, a 
cousin, won it twice; and Mrs. John Hay Whit- 
ney, first wife of Greeniree’s co-owner, won it in 
1933. Guillotine’s victory makes a grand total of 
nine for the family.

Guillotine himself. 


His sire, Bimelech, was the winner in 1939. in 
much the same fashion as Guillotine won—that 
is, he got in front and stayed there. 

The first money of the 1949 Futurity, $87,585. 
places Greentree Stable’s earnings for the year 
past the half-million mark, and in second place 
among the leaders. But $531,787 is less than half 
the total already earned by Calumet horses. Eight 
1949 stakes winners were bred at Greentree, and 
six are owned by the stable. 1949 
stakes winners and their total earnings are as 
follows: Guillotine, $94,835: *Doubtless 2nd, $15.- 
300 (in U. S. A.); Blue Border, $111,445; Sun- 
day Evening $18,250: Wine List, $57,005; and 
Capot, $296,685. 

Seventeen 2-year-olds went postward in the Fu- 
turity, only three of them were fillies. Calumet’s 
entry of Theory, Re-Armed, and Sunlit was favored 
in the beetting at odds of 2 to 1. The winner paid 
$19.60. 

Jockey Ted Atkinson got Guillotine away from 
the gate in third place behind A. G. Vanderbilt's 
Fiest Glance and Brookmneade Stable’s More Sun, 
but within a few strides Theory and Guillotine 
were out in front for a two-horse contest. Guillo- 
tine assumed the lead before going an eighth of a 
mile. and held on to win by three-quarters of a 
length. Theory was carried Gut somewhat by Guillo- 
tine in the final stages, but held on stubbornly. 
Russell A. Firestone’s The Diver, finished strongly 
for third, two lengths behind Theory. 

Guillotine had been ridden by Ted Atkinson in 
all six of his previous starts. and oddly enough, 
he won his first, third, fifth. and seventh starts. 
including the Futurity, which was No. 7. The 
Futurity was his first stakes win and his third 
stakes start. In his other two stakes outings, the 
United States Hotel Stakes and the Hopeful Stakes. 
he had finished out of the money. 

The origin of Guillotine goes back to the dis- 
persal of the late Col. E. R. Bradley’s estate in 
19146. Blade of Time, the dam of Guillotine, was 
acquired by Greentree along with Blue Border, a 
full brother to the Futerity winner, and a stakes 
winner this year. The mare was carrying Guillo- 
tine at the time, and the colt became Grentree’s 


Greentree’s 


first foal from Blade of Time. Guillotine was 
foaled March 12, 1947. Blede of Time had a bay 
filly by Devil Diver this year, and was bred to 
Bimelech. Of her four foals which have raced, 
Bymeabond. and Blue Border have won more than 
$100,000 each, and Guillotine is now close to that 
figure. 

Bimelech, sire of Guillotine, has four stakes 
winners this year, two of them on the day of the 
Futurity. They are Alfcxie, winner of the Laurel 
Stakes on October 1, Blue Border, Better Self, and 
Guillotine.

Hollywood Park 
Building Plans 


Two days before the running of the 
Kentucky Derby last spring, the 3-year- 
old classic was crowded off the front 
pages by a fire that destroyed Hollywood 
Park’s modern, magnificent grandstand- 
clubhouse-Turf club in Inglewood, Calif. 
Before the running of the Kentucky Der- 
by next spring, the giant stands will be 
rebuilt; more beautiful, more modern, 
and more lavish than ever before. 

Announcement of the plans for rebuild- 
ing has just been made by the Holly- 
wood Turf Club Board of Directors. Non- 
inflammable seating decks, roofs and 
walls will make Hollywood Park the most 
fire-resistant race track in America. In 
addition, the new structure will have more 
seats under cover than any course in the 
country. Contract for the steel fabrication 
and erection has been awarded to Bethle- 
hem Steel. The Robert E. McKee com- 
pany has been named general contractor, 
and the architect is Arthur Froehlich, who 
designed the clubhouse that was first used 
in 1948, and the grandstand extension 
that was built last year, but which was 
largely destroyed by fire before it could 
be used. 

It was 11 a. m. last May 5 that the 
352-foot grandstand extension, costing 
$1,100,000, was officially turned over to 
Hollywood Park by the contractors. At 
11:15 p. m. that evening, one of Holly-

wood Park’s watchmen discovered fire 
licking up the elevator shaft in the Turf 
club. It shot along the underside of the 
roof and within ten minutes the entire 
quarter-mile length of roof was ablaze. 
Fanned by a stiff breeze from the ocean, 
the conflagration became hopelessly out 
of control. 

Among those who stood helplessly by 
as the flames consumed Hollywood Park 
was Jack F. Mackenzie, the general man- 
ager. With him was his able assistant, 
Jim Stewart. They waited calmly until it 
was over, then drove home together in 
the early hours of the morning. “I guess,” 
Jack said at last, breaking a long silence, 
“I guess we were just too proud. We 
thought we had finally completed the 
finest track in the world. Perhaps we 
needed this humbling.” 

The new plans call for a total seating 
capacity of 22,826, with 17,176 seats un- 
der cover. Total length of the stands will 
be 1,203 feet 6 inches, or 352 feet longer 
than the grandstand-clubhouse-Turf club 
structure that was used in 1948. There 


will be a system of main-stair towers and 
supplemental stairways serving all floors 
from ground level entrances on the west 
side of the building. 


In rebuilding the structure, Hollywood 
Park will make two changes that are most 
important. The old indoor paddock be- 
neath the stands will be done away with, 
and instead there will be an outdoor pad- 
dock amphitheatre, visible from one end 
of the grandstand to the Turf club. The 
old paddock accommodated only 900 per- 
sons; the new paddock will be directly 
in front of the stands and you can watch 
the Thoroughbreds’ being saddled without 
leaving your seat. 


There will be a tanbark walking ring 
around the paddock, and in the center 
will be an inclosure where the winners 
of stakes races will be led for the presen- 
tation of cups, roses, and blankets that 
are a part of the ceremony. The finish 
line will be moved, shortening the stretch 
by 16 feet. The outdoor paddock will be 
approximately two-thirds on the grand- 
stand terrace, and one-third on the club 
house terrace. Those who want a close-up 
peek at the Thoroughbreds will find room 


for 1,200 persons on the apron of the pad- 
dock. 


This reporter is not at all sure that 
the new paddock amphitheatre is a direct 
result of the fire. The old paddock was 
never satisfactory, and Hollywood Park 
officials were wondering what to do about 
it when the fire came along to end dis- 
cussion on that line. 


Besides being too small, the milling of 
the crowd and the noise over their heads 
made the Thoroughbreds nervous. Many 
of them showed it when they came on 
the track. The outdoor paddock, of course, 
is the ideal answer. 

From a purely personal and _ selfish 
point of view, Hollywood Park’s other 
welcome change will be in the press box. 
The old affair, which fortunately did not 
escape the flames, was a glassed-in fish- 
bowl at the top of the stands and as far 
from the track as it could possibly be. 
On warm afternoons during the summer,

Belmont Sale 
Totals $202,500 


Encouraging prices were paid for 52 
Thoroughbred yearlings, mares, and 
horses in training, at the Belmont Park 
paddock sale, on September 29. The 52 
horses brought a total of $202,500, an 
average price of $3,895. Twenty additional 
Thoroughbreds were listed in the cata- 
logue, but they were either withdrawn 
or bid in by their owners. 


The top price of the sale was $20,000. 
paid by Linda Farm for Lazy F Ranch’s 
Nathaniel, a 4-year-old colt by *Chal- 
lenger 2nd—Alexandrine, by St. James. 
He has won 11 races in three seasons. two 
this year, and had raced unplaced in the 
Vosburgh Handicap on the day before the 
auction. Arthur B. Hancock Jr.. of Clai-

For ten successive years the Ladies Handicap. 
one of the most important races for fillies and 
mares, had been won by 3-year-olds, and in six in- 
stances the younger age groups had run one-two. 
Hence it was not surprising that the field of 12 
which went to the post for the seventy-ninth run- 
ning included six fillies in their second season of 
racing. Topweight and favorite at odds slightly 
less than 2 to 1 was Calumet Farm’s Bewitch, but 
the daughter »f Bull Lea found herself blocked 
when she tried to move up at the entrance to the 
final stretch. and though she finished strongly 
when clear she could do no better than fourth.

The second choice, Miss Request, had taken the 
lead leaving the backstretch and drawn clear on the 
turn. Eddie Arcaro kept her going hard in the 
stretch, but Gaffery came up and caught her in 
the last jump 10 win by a nose. Adile, which had 
lost ground by going around horses only a neck 
farther back, about a Jength and a half ahead of 
Bewitch. 

By the scale of weights for October, Gaffery was 
giving Miss Request two pounds, receiving one 
from Adile and five from Bewitch.

OLD STORY REVIVED 


In the fall of 1947 the conscience of the 
State Department in Washington was 
hurting so badly over the Army’s importa- 
tion of horses from Europe that it pre- 
pared to return the animals and _ their 
American offspring to the countries from 
which the Germans had previously taken 
them. The first shipment was to go to 
Hungary. Probably the restitution would 
have gone forward as planned but for 
the fact that the countries which claimed 
the stock had by then fallen under Com- 
munist domination. and Communist Rus- 
sia was at war with the United States in 
everything but a military sense. 

A group of senators. led bv Wayne 
Morse and Tom Stewart. insisted that the 
shipment be held up until they were satis- 
fied that it was a necessary and proper 
procedure. While they expressed no dis- 
approval of returning private property to 
private individuals. they gagged at the 
idea of sending it to a Russian satellite 
where there could be no assurance that it 
would return to the hands of the pre- 
vious owners. As a result of the Senate 
group’s strong disapproval the State and 
War Departments altered their previous 
instructions, left the horses here. 

Now the Polish embassy in Washing- 
ton has raised the issue again, demand- 
ing the restitution of 18 Polish horses 
now in the U. S. A press release. dated 
September 26. from the embassy gives the 
text of a note which argues cogently for 
the return of the “18 thoroughbred Arab- 
ian horses” taken by Germany from Po- 
land, and by the U. S. from Germany. 
It is the Hungarian situation again. Since 
the Army has now given up its whole 
horse-breeding program, there is little left 
but the official headache. 


mand immediately afterward, and never relin- 
quished the lead.

The New York Handicap, instituted in 1940, is 
something of a rarity among American stakes races, 
since its distance of 2%4 miles makes it a genuine 
test of stamina. This year, as usual, it brought 
a good field to the post. The first three horses 
in order of preference in the betting were Donor, 
Stymie, and Chains, and they all came from be- 
hind to finish in that order. 

Donor, which finished with a lead of three and 
a half lengths, ran the distance in 3:51%, the 
same time Stymie had made, under 128 pounds, 
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in winning the 1946 renewal. The old Jacobs 
warrior came from last place to make a_ bold 
challenge in the stretch, and was at Donor’s 
heels at the eighth-pole, but from there on lost 
ground to the younger horse. Chains, which had 
run close on the pace in the early stages, then 
dropped back for a breather, beat Natural a head 
for third place. *Doubtless 2nd and Skyscraper 
were exhausted after the first two miles, and 
were eased up in the last quarter. 

It was Donor’s third successive stakes victory, 
his fourth of the year. He did not begin running 
this year until June 4, and did not make his sec- 
ond start until August 4. For pedigree and family

Among the low, rolling hills of the 
Delaware River region of New Jersey, 
just eight miles northeast of the city of 
Camden, birthplace of the late F. Wallis 
Armstrong, Meadowview Farms continues 
operation with renewed vigor, under the 
direction of the younger Armstrong, F. 
Wallis, Jr. 

Spreading over 400 acres, the farm is 
equipped with a receiving barn, a year- 
ling barn, and two broodmare barns. The 
Armstrongs live on the farm and are as- 
sisted by Fred Parsons who came _ to 
Meadowview in 1915. 

There are three stallions at Meadow- 
view: Slide Rule, *Mont Blanc, and 
*Easton. *Mont Blanc, the least known 
of the three, was bred by the Aga Khan 
in France, and was imported to this 
country by F. Ambrose Clark. He won 
three out of four starts at three and was 
second in his only other start that year. 
He is by Coronach—Blanc Mange, which 
is a half sister to the noted English sire 
Blandford. Sweetheart (Ultimus—*Hu- 
manity) and her daughters have been 
the foundation mares at Meadowview 
Farms. Sweetheart was a stakes winner 
and produced the stakes winners Teddy 
Haslam and Case Ace. She is dam of the 
producers Warrior Lass, Appeal, Psyche, 
Liebchen, and Granheart. 

The farm is probably best known for 
being the birthplace of Cavalcade, winner 
of the Kentucky Derby in 1934. Cavalcade 
was sold as a yearling for $1,200. The 
recent acquisition of Slide Rule suggests 
the aggressive policy of the present man- 
agement at Meadowview.

Richard N. Ryan 


Richard N. Ryan, owner of the Argen- 
tine-bred *Talon, died on September 17, 
from a heart attack. Mr. Ryan died in 
his sleep at his temporary residence in 
the Hotel Chatham, New York City. 

A son of the late Clendenin J. Ryan 
and a grandson of Thomas Fortune Ryan, 
financier, the 38-year-old racing stable 
owner was one of the first men to be 
awarded a field commission in the African 
campaign of the second World War. As 
a member of the Counter-Intelligence 
Corps he guarded valuable German docu- 
ments while subjected to bombardment. 
The commission was granted by General 
Patton. 

Since the war, Mr. Ryan’s principal in- 
terest has been Thoroughbred racing. 
*Talon, his most profitable venture, was 
bought privately from Louis B. Mayer, 
who imported the horse from Argentina. 
His most important victory was the $100,- 
000 Santa Anita Handicap, in which he 
beat Double Jay and On Trust. This win 
came on the heels of a victory two weeks 
before in the $50,000 San Antonio Handi- 
cap. The horse was later retired to stud 
at the Jonabell Stables, Lexington, where 
he now is. 

Mr. Ryan is survived by his wife, the 
former Hope Bacon, granddaughter of 
Robert Bacon, former Ambassador to 
France; three children, Hope, Alix and 
Richard N., Jr.; a brother, Clendenin J. 
Ryan, and a sister, Mrs. Caroline Ryan 
Foulke. 


Harry R. Neilson 


Harry Rosengarten Neilson, longtime 
friend of the Widener family and known 
to many Thoroughbred owners and breed- 
ers, died September 27 at his home, Hill- 
top. in the Philadelphia suburb of St. 
David’s. He was 55 years old. Mr. Neil- 
son was vice president of a firm of insur- 
ance brokers and a director of Merck and 
Company. He was a cavalry officer in the 
first World War.

Tehran Colt Is Classic Material; 
Jet Plane a Top 3- Year-Old Filly 


LONDON 
The Ascot meetings always attract good 
class horses and there was much of in- 
terest at the September meeting which 
extended to three days. The best 2-vear- 
old seen out was the Aga Khan’s Tabriz 
and he was so impressive that already 
there is talk about his being a prospect 
for the classic races of 1950. The colt 
had just squeezed home at the big meet- 
ing in June and that did not suggest he 
was anything out of the ordinary. As a 
son of Tehran it could have been an- 
ticipated that he would not be lacking 
in stamina. so he was put aside to de- 
velop and be brought out for the Royal 
Lodge Stakes, over a mile. 


Tabriz is a grey and so is the Boussac 
colt, Paracios, a son of Pharis. It was 
thought they would be the ones most con- 
cerned in the finish but nothing had any 
chance with Tabriz. He took the lead 
almost as soon as the straight was reached 
and though he had to be put under strong 
pressure he lengthened his stride like a 
good one and drew steadily away in the 
last furlong for a three lengths victory. 

Tt was stylish performance and 
Tabriz stayed on so well as to suggest 
there will be nothing the matter with his 
stamina when he tackles longer journeys 
as a 3-year-old. He is one of the first 
crop of Tehran. who had some great 
tussles with Ocean Swell in 1944 and 
1945. After a terrific bout in the Derby 
Ocean Swell gained the day by a neck. 
In the St. Leger it was the turn of Tehran. 
who won rather cleverly from Borealis. 
with Ocean Swell third. The following 
vear Tehran beat Ocean Swell by a neck 
over a mile and three quarters at New- 
market. but in the Gold Cup at Ascot 
Ocean Swell took his revenge and _ beat 
Tehran by a length and a half. Tehran. 
Ocean Swell. and Borealis were all good 
horses and promise to make a name for 
themselves at the stud. 

La Li. the dam of Tabriz, is a grey 
and is by *Blenheim 2nd out of La Boni. 
by Pharos out of La Mauri, by Roi 
Herode. La Li has bred three previous 
winners but Tabriz is much the best of 
her preduce. A colt with ample scope for 
future development. he ought to make up 
into a commanding 3-year-old. 

The dapper Signal Light colt Linesman 
was probably fortunate to take second 
place. He had given nine pounds and a 
beating to Lord Derby’s Perigueux over 


six furlongs at the Ascot July meeting but 
they would probably have exchanged 
places if Perigueux had got a clear run. 
As it was Perigueux could only finish 
fourth, but there is litthe doubt in my 
mind he was second best. He is a grandly 
framed colt by Brantome out of Highlight 
and stamina will be his forte as a 3-year- 
old. There is not enough of Linesman to 
suggest he will take high rank. The 
French colt, Paracios, was handicapped 
by having to make his own running. This 
he did at rather a slow pace. He had 
not the acceleration to hold his own when 
the speed was applied but he was run- 
ning on again at the finish like a stayer. 
He is probably a better colt than the 
form would imply and he will make a 
staying 3-year-old. 

M. Marcel Boussac did not return empty- 
handed. He won the Clarence House 
Stakes with the Djebel colt Bunker 2nd. 
There did not seem to be much confi- 
dence behind the colt but he was always 
shaping as if he might win. He was not 
going as well as Turn a Penny at the 
end of half a mile but this odds-on favor- 


~ 


ite just collapsed at the end of five fur- 
longs, whereas he had run like a stayer 
when winning over seven furlongs at Don- 
caster. After that Bunker kept going too 
well for Summerseas and Tree Top. I 
shall not be surprised if second and third 
train on better than the winner. who is 
rather lightly framed and a little lacking 
in substance. The Rockefella filly Summer- 
seas is a grand individual not nearly at 
her best and the good fight she made 
augurs well for her future. Tree Top, an- 
other 2-year-old trained by Harry Wragg 
for Lord Derby, is also in the progressive 
stage and will come into his own in due 
course. He is not so good as Perigueux 
but each colt will win races in good com- 
pany. 

Lord Derby had a 2-year-old winner 
when Saturn, by Hyperion out of Chanton- 
bury. ran away with the Waterford Stakes. 
Nothing had the slightest chance with him 
and he scored by a wide margin. They 
may not have been a top class lot but it 
was a stylish performance and the fastest 
six furlongs 2-year-old race at the meet- 
ing. Saturn has had little racing and 
promises to train on into a good colt. The 
Boussae colt Phariza is not as good as he 
looks but stuck it out well to beat Polar 
Jest by a short head for second place. 
Phariza is another Pharis colt and from 
the way he races he has stamina in ex- 
cess of speed. At that he is no more 
than a second rater. 

The Duke of Norfolk has a sharp little 
filly in Curia, a daughter of Nearco and

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Inquisition. She had been out only once 
before and gave ten pounds to each of 
her rivals in the Princess Elizabeth Stakes. 
From her build and style of galloping she 
will always be at home on fast courses. 
The newcomer Arpege. a daughter of 
Colorado Kid and Flame Flower, ran a 
plucky race to take second place and 
she will do much better next time as she 
is by no means at her best. The _ best- 
looking filly in the field was Tai-Koo. a 
grandly framed Blue Peter out of Faith 
in China. She is much too backward to 


-do herself justice but will belie her looks 


if she does not win races. 


OWNER CHURCHILL. The highlight 
of the meeting was really the success of 
Colonist 2nd in the Ribblesdale Stakes on 
the first day. This is the first racehorse 
owned by Mr. Winston Churchill. His 
presence aroused the greatest enthusiasm 
and there can be no doubt he is the most 
popular man in the country after the 
Royal family. He was mobbed in the pad- 
dock before the race and also after 
Colonist 2nd had run away from the op- 
position to win by as far as the jockey 
pleased. Colonist 2nd was picked up 
cheaply in France and has made great 
improvement since being trained by Wal- 
ter Nightingall at Epsom. The colt was 
never off the bit and another French 
importation, Sardonyx 2nd, rated the bet- 
ter when both were in France. never saw 
the way Colonist went. 


TOP FILLY. Tt has taken the 3-yvear- 
old fillies a long time to sort themselves 
out but it would seem Lord Astor’s Jet 
Plane (Umidwar—Light Velocity) is the 
best of them. She gave weight away all 
around in the Princess Royal Stakes and 
won fairly comfortably. The performance 
could only be queried on one count and 
it was the slow pace at which the race 
was run. It seems a pity that our jockeys 
set such a slow pace in so many weight- 
for-age or weight-for-sex races as to re- 
duce them to little more than a farce. The 
majoritv are in no sense a true test at 
the distance. 

There was much confidence behind the 
Yorkshire trained filly Stormy Petrel but 
Jet Plane gave seven pounds and a half 
length “eating. Another half length away 
came Fair Recruit. When they had met 
on the same terms at York Stormy Petrel 
won by six lengths. 

There is a great struggle going on be- 
tween Frank Butters and Noel Murless 
for first place in the list of winning train- 
ers. Murless nosed in front when the 3- 
vear-old Wat Tyler won the Knight's 
Royal Stakes comfortably. The race was 
worth £2.391 to the winner and at the 
moment Murless is just ahead. Wat Tyler 
is a well made chestnut colt by Watling 
Street out of Poker Chip. the dam of the 
One Thousand Guineas winner, Queenpot. 


No Winners 
Then She Was Bred Okapi 


Okapi, sire of 112 winners of 930 races, has a stud record which requires 
no explanation—the bare figures prove he is good. 


However, the figures do not reveal some facts of fundamental interest to 
owners of mares. Okapi has had 136 starters, including his 1949 two- 
year-olds, and 124 of these have won or placed—112 have won. This 
record was not gained with books confined to hand-picked mares. Here 
is an interesting 1949 example: 


A mare which has four foals of racing age has one foal by Okapi and this 
Okapi foal is a winner at 2 this year. All the other foals have raced, but all 
have raced unplaced. The youngest of the other foals is now six years old. 


Okapi has gotten good mares, yes, but it is his record with mares of all 
kind which stamp him truly as a sire far above average. This year, so far, 
he has out 37 winners of 80 races.

Never quite in the top class, Wat Tyler 
has continued to make steady progress 
and is a smart colt. He has a nice turn 
of speed and just gets a mile. 

The gallant grey 5-year-old Impeccable 
found the task of conceding 15 pounds 
to the Beckhampton 3-year-old more than 
he could manage. Impeccable did not 
seem too happy on the rather soft going 


and instead of straining directly ahead | 


in the straight he kept hanging to the 
right. In that way he interfered with Dra. 
matic, who would have been closer in a 
fair race. Impeccable was going best of 
the lot at the finish and perhaps he needs 
a mile and a quarter. 


Third place went to the 3-year-old filly 
Pambidian. She had much the worst of 
the weights on a weight-for-age basis with 
Wat Tyler and Impeccable and had also 
been a little off colour for a week before 
the race. Pambidian may be said to have 
put up a smart performance under the 
circumstances and I shall be interested to 
see what value is placed upon her when 
she comes up for sale at Newmarket in 
December. On her day she is the best 3- 
year-old filly in training up to a mile. 
The French colt Golestan resolutely re- 
fused to start. Nothing would persuade 
him to do so and clearly he is developing 
a will of his own. 


We had another travesty of a race in 
the Kensington Palace Stakes. This was 
supposed to be a two miles race but they 
went so slowly for three quarters of the 
journey that it was reduced to a test of 
speed. It was the enterprise of Gordon 
Richards which enabled Native Heath to 
win. While Coubrador was going along 
at the head of affairs at no more than 
half speed a furlong or so before reaching 
the straight, Richards suddenly shot Na- 
tive Heath into a clear lead. That was the 
deciding factor. He had the race won be- 
fore the other jockeys realized what had 
happened. Native Heath kept-up the gal- 
lop and nothing ever got on challenging 
terms. It was left to the Irish 5-year-old 
Heron Bridge to take a moderate second 
place in front of Vulgan. 


JOHNNY LONGDEN flew back to 
U.S.A. after the Ascot meeting. He had 
a thoroughly enjoyable time in England, 
Ireland and France and said he hopes to 
return next year. Everybody did what 
they could to make him feel at home and 
I am sure he returned with very pleasant 
memories. He has invited Gordon Richards 
to visit U.S.A. and our champion says 
he may do so but with no intention of 
riding. Longden and Richards became 
very good friends and the little Amer- 
ican was loud in his praises of our cham- 
pion both in and out of the saddle. As an 
appreciation Longden threw a party for 
some of our jockeys on the eve of his 
departure.
